Court  Declares 
Senate  Ruling  Void 


The  Student  Court  has  de¬ 
clared  a  Student  Senate  ruling 
involving  the  funding  of  cam¬ 
pus  organizations  unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

In  the  November  21  meet¬ 
ing,  the  Senate  passed  a  rul¬ 
ing  that  College  clubs  would 
not  be  funded  according  to 
past  procedure.  Clubs  would 
be  given  50  cents  per  member 
with  new  organizations  re¬ 
ceiving  50  cents  per  charter 
member.  The  total  amount 
allocated  to  each  club  would 
not  accede  $100.  This  money 
would  be  used  to  initiate  fund 
raising  projects  and  to  meet 
beginning  club  expenses. 

Clubs  that  wished  to  spon¬ 
sor  specific  activities  in  which 
all  students  might  participate 
could  appear  before  the  Sen¬ 
ate  and  request  additional 
funds. 

In  the  past,  campus  organi¬ 
zations  have  requested  lump 
sums  of  funds  from  the  Senate 
based  on  their  projected  ac¬ 
tivities  for  the  year.  The  va¬ 
lidity  of  their  requests  would 
be  reviewed  by  a  finance  com¬ 
mittee  composed  of  appointed 

Commission 
Recommends 
Aid  Hike 

Missouri's  State  Commis¬ 
sion  on  Higher  Education  has 
submitted  a  report  to  Gov¬ 
ernor  Warren  Hearnes,  rec¬ 
ommending  $1,412,952  instate 
aid  to  Missouri  Southern  State 
College  for  the  1969-70  fiscal 
year. 

This  recommendation  is  an 
increase  of  $516,355  over  this 
year's  appropriation.  State 
aid  supports  the  senior  divis¬ 
ion  at  the  College. 

The  largest  portion  of  the 
allocation  would  be  for  financ¬ 
ing  salaries  for  the  faculty 
and  clerical  staff  and  library 
and  student  help.  The  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  allocation 
would  be  for  operations  and 
for  additions  and  replace¬ 
ments. 

The  commission's  recom¬ 
mendation  for  MSC,  along 
with  its  recommended  allot¬ 
ments  for  other  state  sup¬ 
ported  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities,  must  be  reviewed  by 
the  budget  bureau  and  the 
governor  before  it  goes  to  the 
legislature  in  January. 


senators  and  the  Senate  treas¬ 
urer. 

The  Court  declared  the  new 
Senate  ruling  unconstitutional 
on  the  basis  that  the  newly 
ratified  constitution  provides 
that  a  finance  committee,  not 
the  Senate,  should  review 
money  requests.  In  Article  II, 
section  eight,  the  constitution 
states  that  the  “Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  have  the  power  to 
recommend  a  budget,  includ¬ 
ing  appropriations  for  the 
recognized  interest  clubs,  to 
the  Student  Senate. 

Because  of  this  clause,  the 
Court  decided  that  the  Senate 
must  retract  its  ruling  and  in¬ 
clude  the  finance  committee 
in  decisions  involving  the 
funding  of  clubs. 

According  to  John  Prince, 
Senate  president,  the  Senate 
will  reword  its  motion  so  that 
the  finance  committee  would 
act  on  decisions  of  funding 
special  activities.  This  would 
utilize  the  committee  as  stated 
in  the  constitution,  but  the 
50-cent  per  member  ruling 
would  stand. 

Prince  said  the  Senate's  de¬ 
cision  to  change  the  method 
of  funding  campus  organiza¬ 
tions  this  year  was  due  to  the 
large  amount  of  requests  and 
the  fact  that  the  Senate  felt 
that  the  clubs  should  be  more 
self  sufficient. 

Senate  funds  come  from 
student  activity  tickets.  Be¬ 
cause  some  clubs  only  benefit 
club  members,  not  a  majority 
of  the  student  body,  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  Senators  felt  that 
funds  should  remain  with  the 
Senate  which  represents  all 
students. 

Prince  estimated  that  only 
500  students  actually  belong 
to  campus  organizations.

Andreas  Papandreou,  one 
of  the  key  figures  in  the  Greek 
political  controversy,  will 
make  the  second  appearance 
in  the  1968-69  convocation 
series  at  10  a.m.,  Friday,  De¬ 
cember  13,  'in  the  gymnasium. 

A  reception  afterwards  in 
the  fine  arts  gallery  will  en¬ 
able  students  to  meet  Papand¬ 
reou  and  ask  him  questions. 
All  students  are  invited  to  at¬ 
tend  both  the  lecture  and  the 
reception. 

All  10  o'clock  classes  will 
be  dismissed  so  students  can 
attend  the  lecture,  according 
to  Dean  Edward  S.  Phinney. 

Andreas  Papandreou,  the 
son  of  former  Greek  premier 
George  Papandreou,  is  spokes¬ 
man  for  Greeks  who  oppose 
the  present  regime  in  Athens. 

Exiled  from  Greece,  Pap¬ 
andreou  is  combining  political 
activities  and  teaching  at  the 
University  of  Stockholm  this 
fall  at  the  invitation  of  the 
university  and  the  Swedish 
government. 

Papandreou  received  a  Ph. 
D.  at  Harvard  University 
where  he  taught  until  he  went 
to  the  University  of  Minne¬ 
sota  at  Minneapolis  as  pro¬ 
fessor  of  economics.  He  then 
joined  the  department  of  eco¬ 
nomics  at  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Greek 
parliament  in  1964  and  served 
as  the  Minister  of  Economic 
Coordination  until  the  Center 
Union  Party  fell  in  July,  1965. 

Arrested  by  the  military 
junta  on  April  21,  1967,  Pap¬ 
andreou  was  held  prisoner 
until  his  release  on  December 
24,  1967.  In  February,  1968, 
he  founded  the  Panhellenic 
Liberation  Movement. 

Papandreou  organized  the 
research  institute  in  Greece 
which  was  responsible  for  the 
first  serious  analysis  of  eco¬ 


nomic  and  social  problems  of 
Greece. 

He  has  had  articles  pub¬ 
lished  in  leading  professional 
journals  including  “The  Eco¬ 
nomic  Journal"  and  “The 
American  Economic  Review." 
The  best  known  of  his  books 
are  “Economics  as  a  Science" 
and  “Competition  and  Its  Reg¬ 
ulation." 

Papandreou  is  the  second 
internationally  known  per¬ 
sonality  to  appear  in  MSC's 
convocations  series  this  year. 
Baroness  Maria  von  Trapp, 
the  woman  whose  life  inspired 
the  “Sound  of  Music,"  ap¬ 
peared  at  MSC  on  November 
6. 

Pauline  Frederick,  NBC 
news  United  Nations  corre¬ 
spondent,  will  make  the  final 
appearance  in  the  series  on 
March  12,  1969.  She  will  speak 
on  the  “UN  and  the  World 
Today."

Props,  make¬ 
up  and  costumes  play  unim¬ 
portant  parts  in  the  play ;  the 
audience's  imagination  sup¬ 
plies  the  set. 

By  physical  and  verbal  ex¬ 
pressions,  the  actors  attempt 
to  make  abstract  ideas  con¬ 
crete  to  the  audience.  Director 
Milton  Brietzke  states  that 
“visual  details  are  provided 
in  the  audience's  imagination. 
The  actors  should  stimulate 
the  audience's  imagination  to 
provide  a  third  dimension  to 
the  play." 

Lighting  and  sound  com¬ 
prise  two  important  aspects 
of  reader's  theatre.  Lighting 
reinforces  mood  and  locates 
the  scene  of  action  as  the  ac¬ 
tors  move  from  one  area  to 
another. 

Sound  for  the  production  is 
both  live  and  recorded.  The 
sound  crew  had  to  accumulate 
various  recordings  of  chimes, 
roosters  crowing,  dogs  barking 
and  choirs  singing.  These  re¬ 
corded  sound  effects  must 
combine  with  the  voice 
changes  on  stage  in  split-sec¬ 
ond  timing  and  harmony. 

According  to  Brietzke  read¬ 
er's  theatre  can  be  “A  lot  of 
fun  from  the  director's  stand¬ 
point."

Will  Add  Courses 


Children’s  Theatre 
Needs  Sense  of  Wonder 


History  is  always  changing 
with  the  times.  To  keep  up 
with  these  changes  and  to  keep 
pace  with  the  expanding 
growth  of  the  College,  MSC’s 
social  science  department  has 
planned  a  variety  of  new 
courses. 

Dr.  Harold  Cooper,  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Social  Science  Di¬ 
vision,  announced  that  these 
new  classes  will  be  mostly 
upper-division  courses.  They 
will  provide  an  even  broader 
background  for  the  student 
interested  in  history  and  po¬ 
litical  science. 

At  least  four  new  courses 
will  be  offered  in  the  spring 
They  include  twentieth  cen¬ 
tury  diplomacy,  the  United 
States  since  1920,  seminar  in 
political  science  and  Ameri¬ 
can  constitutional  history. 

Next  fall  new  courses  will 
include  the  English  colonies 
in  America  and  the  United 
States  1870-1920. 

By  1970  new  courses  will 
abound.  Some  of  the  widely- 
ranged  subjects  will  include 
the  American  frontier,  Europe 
since  1919,  the  era  of  the 
French  Revolution  and  Na¬ 
poleon,  the  Renaissance  and 
the  Reformation,  history  of 
China  and  history  of  Japan. 

In  the  lower  division  some 
of  the  five  hour  prerequisites 
will  be  cut  to  two  three-hour 
courses.  They  will  be  divided 
into  two  semesters.  History 
110,  the  history  of  the  United 
States,  will  include  two  seg¬ 
ments,  United  States  history 
1492-1877  and  United  States 
history  1877  to  the  present. 
Western  civilization  will  be 
condensed  to  three  hours  and 
will  cover  up  to  1500.

Dr.  Cooper  said  these 
changes  were  necessary  “to 
give  our  prospective  grad¬ 
uates  and  teachers  a  well- 
rounded  education  and  to 
avoid  the  making-up  of  prereq¬ 
uisites  if  they  elect  to  do 
graduate  study  after  they 
leave  Missouri  Southern. 

The  division  chairman  also 
noted  that  along  with  the  new 
classes  many  new  instructors 
will  be  hired.  He  added  that 
he  would  like  to  see  the  stu¬ 
dent  ratio  in  the  upper-divis¬ 
ion  classes  near  20-25.  “While 
in  the  survey  classes,  it  could 
be  40,”  he  said. 

As  many  as  90  percent  of 
MSC’s  history  and  political 
science  graduates  plan  to 
teach.  However,  Dr.  Cooper 
pointed  out  that  there  are 
other  openings  for  the  grad- 
uate  especially  in  govern¬ 
ment  and  research. 

Whether  the  student  plans 
to  teach  or  to  do  graduate 
work,  the  expanding  Missouri 
Southern  social  science  de¬ 
partment  enables  him  to  be 
well-qualified.  “We  feel  that 
a  student  can  have  a  thorough 
grasp  of  history  if  he  is  taught 
not  to  accept  'historical  fact’ 
as  gospel,”  the  division  chair¬ 
man  said.  “We  like  to  have 
our  students  not  only  chal¬ 
lenge  material  they  read,  but 
also  to  be  suspicious  of  it.  And 
by  reading  much  material, 
students  can  interpret  history 
for  themselves.”

Do  you  love  children?  Are 
you  looking  for  that  “sense 
of  wonder”  in  everything?  If 
so,  you  have  all  the  prereq¬ 
uisites  for  a  new  course  being 
offered  next  semester  at  MSC. 
The  object  of  the  course  is  to 
awaken  in  the  students  what 
Rachel  Carson  calls,  “A  sense 
of  wonder”  —  a  wonder  that 
can  be  shared  with  family, 
students,  friends,  civic  groups 
or  anyone  anywhere. 

The  course  itself  is  a  sur¬ 
vey  of  different  forms  of 
children’s  literature  for  use 
in  presentation  with  a  lab 
study  in  the  different  tech¬ 
niques  of  production.  Drama 
432  is  a  required  course  for 
those  who  are  working  toward 
a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  in 
drama  and  speech.  It  will  be 
offered  on  Monday,  Wednes¬ 
day  and  Friday  at  12  p.m. 

Mrs.  Joyce  Bowman,  in¬ 
structor  for  the  course,  says 
that  the  perspective  students 
must  have  a  love  of  children. 
They  should  be  able  to  relax 
and  take  part  in  the  wonder 
of  childhood. 


The  child  discovers.  The 
student  of  children’s  theatre 
rediscovers  the  senses  of  sight, 
sound,  smell  and  feeling.  This 
is  a  must  before  he  can  fully 
take  part  in  “the  joy,  excite¬ 
ment  and  mystery  of  the  world 
we  live  in.” 

Children’s  theatre  offers 
something  for  almost  every¬ 
body.  Future  teachers  who 
inevitably  will  face  children 
who  lack  creativity  and  self- 
expression  will  find  some 
possible  answers  to  these 
problems. 

Though  the  course  is  called 
children’s  theatre,  it  will  in¬ 
clude  creative  dramatics. 
Children’s  theatre  differs 
from  creative  dramatics  in 
that  the  plays  are  written  by 
students  and  presented  by 
them  before  an  audience  of 
children. 

In  creative  dramatics  the 
children,  with  the  guidance 
of  an  imaginative  teacher 
or  leader,  create  scenes  or 
plays  and  perform  with  im¬ 
provised  dialogue  and  action.

Kirksville  Tops 
Lions  in  Finale 


The  Northeast  Missouri 
State  College  of  Kirksville 
Bulldogs  erupted  for  27  points 
in  the  final  quarter  at  Joplin’s 
Junge  Stadium  on  Saturday 
night,  November  23,  for  a 
48-8  decision  over  the  Mis¬ 
souri  Southern  College  Lions 
in  the  season  finale  for  South- 
ern. 

The  setback  was  the  eighth 
in  10  outings  for  the  Lions  in 
their  first  season  in  four-year 
collegiate  competition.  Kirks¬ 
ville  sported  a  5-4  mark  after 
the  victory. 

Marv  Braden’s  Bulldogs 
scored  the  second  time  they 
touched  the  ball,  taking  a  7-0 
margin  with  5:01  left  in  the 
first  quarter  on  a  four-yard 
jaunt  by  Mike  Berentes  and 
Bob  Levy’s  PAT  boot. 

Southern  drove  to  the  Kirks¬ 
ville  18  late  in  the  first  stanza, 
but  Bert  Davis’  40-yard  field 
goal  attempt  fell  short  and 
the  visitors  took  over  on  their 
own  20. 

Kirksville  drove  80  yards  m 
six  plays  to  increase  their 
bulge  to  14-0  with  13.24 
showing  in  the  first  half.  A 
two-yard  scamper  by  quarter- 
back  Don  Cummings  and

Frank  Davis’  Missouri 
Southern  basketball  squad, 
with  five  players  scoring  in 
double  figures,  jumped  off  to 
a  38-28  halftime  lead  and 
went  on  to  hurdle  the  State 
College  of  Arkansas  Bears, 
86-66,  in  the  season  opener 
for  both  schools  at  Conway, 
Ark.,  on  Monday  night,  No¬ 
vember  25. 

Ray  Krogh  paced  the  Lions 
with  20  points,  while  Darrell 
Paul  added  14,  Art  Teeter 
accumulated  12,  Gary  Wof¬ 
ford  chipped  in  with  11  and 
Greg  Fulton  scored  10. 

Tom  Smith  paced  the  bal¬ 
anced  SC  A  attack  with  15 
points.  The  MSC  defense  held 
6-6  center  Ray  Malcolm,  who 
averaged  over  20  points  per 
game  last  year,  to  three  points 
during  the  contest. 


Levy’s  extra  point  accounted 
for  the  points. 

Jim  Johnson’s  Lions  cut  the 
margin  to  14-2  early  in  the 
third  quarter  on  a  safety. 
Southern  forced  Kirksville  to 
punt  from  its  own  22  and  the 
snap  sailed  over  Lloyd  Wiese’s 
head  and  into  the  end  zone. 
Wiese  grabbed  the  ball  and 
attempted  to  run  it  out,  but 
five  MSC  defenders  smothered 
him  behind  the  goal  line. 

The  Bulldogs  increased 
their  bulge  to  21-2  midway 
through  the  third  quarter  on 
a  one-yard  burst  by  fullback 
Pete  Cirrintano  and  Levy’s 
boot. 

Early  in  the  final  period, 
Southern  hit  paydirt  again  to 
cut  the  lead  to  21-8.  Quarter¬ 
back  Rex  Perry  and  end  Dale 
Green  combined  on  a  17-yard 
aerial  for  the  score. 

Kirksville  then  scored  four 
straight  TD’s.  Wiese,  Steve 
Jurkins,  Gary  Lacey  and  Steve 
Garrett  accounted  for  the 
tallies.

The  Missouri  Southern  Col¬ 
lege  basketball  Lions  of  coach 
Frank  Davis  captured  fifth 
place  in  the  annual  John 
Brown  University  Invitational 
tournament  held  in  Siloam 
Springs,  Arkansas,  November 
28,  29  and  30. 

The  Lions  turned  back  Cen¬ 
tral  Methodist  College  of  Fay¬ 
ette,  Missouri,  86-79,  in  the 
consolation  bracket  finals 
during  the  final  night  of  ac¬ 
tion. 

Following  an  opening-round 
loss  at  the  hands  of  Arkansas 
College  of  Batesville,  75-56,

Gary  Weeks  paced  Arkan¬ 
sas  College  past  the  Lions  in 
the  opener  for  MSC,  connect¬ 
ing  on  five  field  goals  and  13 
free  throws  for  23  points.  Ron 
Brogdon  and  Terry  Barnhill 
added  14  and  12  points,  re¬ 
spectively,  for  the  victors. 

Darrell  Paul  paced  the  bal¬ 
anced  MSC  attack  with  11 
points,  10  of  them  from  the 
field.  Jim  Carter  added  seven 
for  the  losers.
